Russia plans nuclear summit boycott

VIENNA (AP) — Russia has 
informed the United States 
that it will boycott the 2016 
Nuclear Security Summit, 
diplomats told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press on Tuesday, 
potentially stripping the 
meeting of one of its key 
participants and hurting ef¬ 
forts initiated by President 
Barack Obama to reduce 
the threat of nuclear terror¬ 


ism. 

Officials already had told 
the AP on Monday that 
Moscow was absent from 
last week’s initial summit 
planning session in Washing¬ 
ton but had left it unclear 
whether Russia planned to 
attend the summit itself. 

On Tuesday, two diplomats 
said the boycott applied to 
the 2016 meeting as well. 
They cited as their source a 
diplomatic note from Mos¬ 
cow to the U.S. and other 
nations planning to partici¬ 
pate. The diplomats spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they are not al¬ 
lowed to discuss confiden¬ 
tial information. 

One of the diplomats said 
the note expressed opposi¬ 
tion to the summit because 
of its alleged political na¬ 
ture. He cited the note as 
saying that any meeting on 
nuclear security should be 
on a technical level and 
convened not by a nation 
but by the U.N.’s Interna¬ 
tional Atomic Energy Agen¬ 


cy. 

Russia has participated in 
such summits in the past. 
But the diplomat, who is 
familiar with Moscow's 
stance, said it already had 
reservations while attend¬ 
ing the last meeting in 
March at The Hague. He 
did not specify but added 
that the “changed political 
atmosphere" — shorthand 
for Russia-U.S. tensions over 
Ukraine — added to the 
Kremlin’s decision to stay 


away. 

In Moscow, Russian Foreign 
Ministry officials did not im¬ 
mediately respond to a re¬ 
quest for comment. 

Gary Samore, who advised 
Obama on nonproliferation 
until last year, said the Rus¬ 
sian decision showed that 
"nuclear security has be¬ 
come a victim of geopoli¬ 
tics.” 

But Samore, who is now 
with Harvard's Belter Center 
said Russia might change its 
mind by 2016, assuming that 
“a political settlement in 
Ukraine can be achieved.” 
At the last summit, 35 coun¬ 
tries discussed turning in¬ 
ternational guidelines on 
nuclear security into nation¬ 
al laws and opening their 
procedures for protecting 
nuclear installations to inde¬ 
pendent scrutiny. The sum¬ 
mit also featured new re¬ 
duction commitments, with 
Japan, Italy and Belgium 
agreeing to cut their stocks 
of highly enriched uranium 
and plutonium. 


But Russian reluctance 
to go along with the U.S.- 
backed initiative already 
was apparent. Moscow re¬ 
fused to back such a 35-na- 
tion agreement, as did Chi¬ 
na, India and Pakistan. All 
four of those nations have 
nuclear weapons. 

The summits were initiated 
by Obama in 2010 and are 
aimed at preventing terror¬ 
ists from getting their hands 
on weapons-grade nuclear 
material. Since the first sum¬ 


mit, the number of countries 
that have enough material 
to build a nuclear weapon 
has fallen from 39 to 25. 
Outlining his vision in a key¬ 
note speech five years ago, 
Obama announced a new 
effort to secure sensitive 
nuclear material within four 
years and to cripple black- 
market trade. 

Russia's presence is impor¬ 
tant both as a world power 
and a nation with one of 
the world’s largest nucle¬ 
ar stockpiles. Its absence 
would clearly encourage 
other nations skeptical of 
the U.S. initiative to resist 
more international over¬ 
sight of their nuclear fa¬ 
cilities, while emboldening 
other nations contemplat¬ 
ing staying away. Such a 
move also would be the 
latest sign of strains in U.S.- 
Russian relations, caused 
by Washington's criticism of 
Russian-backed separatists 
fighting in Ukraine and the 
imposition of U.S. economic 
sanctions against RussiaO

AP: Detainee brought from 
Afghanistan to U.S. for trial

RICHMOND, Virginia (AP) — A Russian member of the 
Taliban made his first appearance in a federal court on 
Tuesday, marking the first time a military detainee from 
Afghanistan has been brought to the U.S. for trial. 

Irek Hamidullin’s appearance before U.S. Magistrate 
Judge David Novak in Virginia represents the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s latest attempt to show that it can use the 
criminal court system to deal with terror suspects. His ar¬ 
raignment on 12 terrorism charges has been set for Friday 
morning before U.S. District Judge Henry Hudson, a for¬ 
mer federal prosecutor. 

U.S. officials say Hamidullin is a Russian veteran of the So¬ 
viet war in Afghanistan who stayed in the country and 
joined the Taliban. He was captured in 2009 after an at¬ 
tack on Afghan border police and U.S. soldiers in Khost 
province. He had been held at the U.S. Parwan deten¬ 
tion facility at Bagram airfield before being brought to 
the U.S. 

National Security Council spokeswoman Bernadette 
Meehan has said the decision to transfer him was made 
in light of the agreement by the U.S. that it will turn over 
all prisons in Afghanistan to the Afghan government by 
2015. As of last month, there were 13 non-Afghan detain¬ 
ees at Parwan. The Obama administration is facing pres¬ 
sure to transfer those detainees before December, when 
the U.S.-led NATO combat mission ends. 

Many Republican lawmakers believe military detainees 
should only be tried in military courts, and that trying 
them in civilian courts undermines the notion that the U.S. 
is at war with al-Qaida and other extremists. 

But the Obama administration has sought to try terror sus¬ 
pects in federal court wherever possible. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Eric Holder has said they are likely to receive swifter 
justice there. 

Among the charges Hamidullin faces in an indictment 
unsealed Tuesday are providing material support to ter¬ 
rorists, conspiracy and attempt to destroy an aircraft of 
the U.S. Armed Forces and conspiracy to use a weapon 
of mass destruction. The “mass destruction” charge car¬ 
ries a possible death sentence, but AssistantU.S. Attor¬ 
ney James Gillis said the attorney general is not seeking 
death because of insufficient aggravating factors. 
Several of the counts are punishable by up to life in pris¬ 
on. Hamidullin, shackled and heavily guarded by federal 
agents, said little during his initial appearance, where No¬ 
vak advised him of his rights and asked if the defendant 
understood the charges. Federal public defender Robert 
Wagner and attorney Claire Cardwell were appointed 
to represent him. 

According to the 19-page indictment, Hamidullin was an 
officer and tank commander in the Russian military dur¬ 
ing the 1980s and was trained in the use of such weapons 
as anti-aircraft machine guns and portable rockets. He 
became affiliated with the Taliban in 2001. 

The indictment says Hamidullin commanded three 
groups of insurgents that attacked Afghan Border Police 
at Camp Leyza, one of six locations the Taliban had iden¬ 
tified as possible targets. He directed insurgents armed 
with anti-aircraft machine guns to fire at U.S. military he¬ 
licopters responding to the attack, the indictment says, 
and later used a machine gun to shoot at U.S. troops 
and Afghan Border Police assessing damage at the bat¬ 
tle site. Assistant Attorney General John Carlin, head of 
the Justice Department’s National Security Division, said 
the case is a reminder of the threats faced by U.S. mili¬ 
tary service members abroad and “highlights our resolve 
to use all tools to find and hold terrorists accountable 
wherever they operate in the world.”□

Democrats, meanwhile, 
had few opportunities to 
unseat Republicans. 
Republicans were also on 
track to increase their ma¬ 
jority in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. If they take 
the Senate too, that would 
complicate the final two 
years of Obama’s presi¬ 
dency, potentially deep¬ 
ening the partisan gridlock 
in Washington. 

Among the Republicans 
re-elected Tuesday was 
the man who would likely 
become majority leader if 
the party captures the Sen¬ 
ate: Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky. Democrats once 
had high hopes of defeat¬ 
ing him, but he pulled 
away in the final weeks. 
Republicans were more 
fired up in this election, 
united in opposition to a 
president they see as push¬ 
ing the government too 
deeply into American lives. 
But dissatisfaction goes 
beyond the party. Ameri¬ 
cans tend to be disgrun¬ 
tled these days, seeing the 
economy as stagnating 
or growing worse and be¬ 
sieged by troubling news, 
such as the beheading of 
Americans by Islamic ex¬ 
tremists and worries about 
Ebola. While exit polls show 
voters dissatisfied with Re¬ 
publican leaders, it's the 
president who gets the 
brunt of the blame. 

Opinion polls show 
Obama’s popularity fall¬ 
ing and, though he wasn’t 
on the ballot, Republi¬ 
cans made him the focus 


of their campaigns. “I’m 
just waiting for him to be 
gone,” said Kristi Johnson, 
a 36-year-old pharmacist 
from North Carolina. 

It was bound to be a dif¬ 
ficult election for Demo¬ 
crats. Governing parties 
historically lose seats in 
midterm votes and a num¬ 
ber of Democrats were de¬ 
fending seats in states that 
lean Republican. Some 
were first elected to six- 
year terms in 2008, riding 
the wave of excitement 
over Obama’s initial candi¬ 
dacy. 

By contrast, Democratic 
candidates in this year’s 
most competitive Senate 
races did whatever they 
could to distance them¬ 
selves from the president. 
Obama largely limited 


his campaigning to can¬ 
didates in solidly Demo¬ 
cratic territory. In a sign of 
the grim outlook for Dem¬ 
ocrats, the party had to 
scramble in the final days 
to help incumbents who 
suddenly found themselves 
in danger. 

Overall, at stake Tuesday 
were 36 of the 100 Senate 
seats, all 435 House districts 
and 36 of 50 governors' 
seats. The spending was 
unprecedented for a non- 
presidential year. Congres¬ 
sional races alone cost an 
estimated $4 billion. 
Democrats held off some 
Republican challengers. 
In New Hampshire, incum¬ 
bent Jeanne Shaheen de¬ 
feated Scott Brown, a for¬ 
mer senator from neighbor¬ 
ing Massachusetts. 


In Louisiana, a Democratic- 
held seat is headed for a 
Dec. 6 runoff after no can¬ 
didate won a majority. The 
Democrats best hope for 
capturing a Republican 
seat, in Georgia, could also 
go to a runoff. 

But in the high-profile Flori¬ 
da gubernatorial race. Re¬ 
publican Gov. Rick Scott 
defeated Republican- 
turned-Democrat Charlie 
Crist. The vote was closely 
watched to see how White 
House contenders might 
vie for the largest battle¬ 
ground state in 2016. 

In another race with im¬ 
plications for presidential 
politics, Wisconsin Gov. 
Scott Walker turned back 
a strong challenge from 
Democrat Mary Burke. 
Walker's victory boosts his 


prospects as a potential 
presidential candidate. 

In the House, only a few 
dozen races are truly com¬ 
petitive. The dominant 
parties in state legislatures 
tend to carve out congres¬ 
sional districts to maximize 
the number of seats their 
parties can win, a process 
known as gerrymandering. 
Still, even with the few com¬ 
petitive races. Republicans 
could end up with more 
seats than at any time 
since 1946, if they manage 
to pick up 13. 

If Republicans take over 
the Senate, Obama would 
likely have to contend with 
McConnell as the leading 
senator in the chamber. 
McConnell is a conserva¬ 
tive with little charisma, but 
sharp political skills. He’s op¬ 
posed Obama on health 
care reform and other is¬ 
sues, but also helped bro¬ 
ker bipartisan deals that 
ended last year’s govern¬ 
ment shutdown and avert¬ 
ed a 2011 federal default. 
With both chambers in Re¬ 
publican hands, Obama 
would seem to have little 
hope for his top legislative 
priorities, such as raising the 
minimum wage or over¬ 
hauling immigration poli¬ 
cies. 

But that’s not a huge 
change, since he's had 
little success with Congress 
since Republicans cap¬ 
tured the House in 2010. 
Republicans would face 
challenges of their own. 
Even if they control the 
Senate, they won’t have 
the 60-vote supermajority 
that’s needed to pass ma¬ 
jor legislation. □ 
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Right-to-die efforts galvanized by young woman’s death

PORTLAND, Oregon (AP) — 

A young woman's last days 
has sparked a national 
conversation about wheth¬ 
er it’s right for a terminally 
ill person to end his or her 
own life. 

Now that Brittany May¬ 
nard has died, it’s time to 
see whether the millions of 
clicks and views she gen¬ 
erated online trigger more 
than just talk. 

Advocates for expanding 
right-to-die laws beyond 
a handful of states expect 
attention from her story to 
carry into the new year, 
when state legislatures go 
into session. 

“I think on both coasts 
we’re going to see legisla¬ 
tive action,” said Peg San- 
deen, executive director of 
the Death with Dignity Na¬ 
tional Center. 

That optimism will be met 
with the political reality that 
such legislation has been 
pushed for years, often un¬ 
successfully. 

“Suicide is never a good 
solution, regardless of the 
situation that one is con¬ 
fronting,” said Judie Brown, 


president of the American 
Life League, a Catholic 
group. 

Oregon was the first U.S. 
state to make it legal for a 
doctor to prescribe a life¬ 


ending drug fo a terminally 
ill patient. Through June 30, 
just over 800 people had 
used the law since it took 
effect shortly after the No¬ 
vember 1997 election. 
Maynard, terminally ill with 
brain cancer, grabbed 


the spotlight in America for 
about a month after publi¬ 
cizing that she and her hus¬ 
band, Dan Diaz, moved to 
Portland from Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia so she could use Or¬ 


egon’s law to end her life 
on her own terms. Maynard 
told journalists she planned 
to die Nov. 1 and followed 
through Saturday. She was 
29. 

Her suicide didn’t go un¬ 
noticed overseas. The Vati¬

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can's top bioethics official. 
Monsignor Ignacio Carras¬ 
co de Paula, condemned 
the act, calling it “repre¬ 
hensible.” 

Maynard approached the 
advocacy group Compas¬ 
sion & Choices this summer 
in hopes that telling her 
story would lead to politi¬ 
cal action in California and 
across fhe U.S. Whether 
that happens is an open 
question. 

But Maynard succeeded 
in raising awareness about 
an issue that was trending 
on Facebook and Twitter 
after her death. 

“Younger people support 
death with dignity at really 
high levels, but it's not nec¬ 
essarily relevant or salient to 
their lives,” Sandeen said. “I 
think the Brittany Maynard 
story makes it real." 
Vermont last year became 
the first state to legalize aid 
in dying through legislation. 
Oregon and Washington 
did so by referendum, and 
it was effectively legalized 
through court decisions in 
Montana and New Mexico. 
In New Jersey, the state 
Assembly considered but 
failed to pass an aid-in- 
dying bill in June. Demo¬ 
cratic Assemblyman John 
Burzichelli, who authored 
the bill, said he is hopeful it 
can pass the state’s lower 


chamber before the end 
of the year. If that hap¬ 
pens, he expects the Sen¬ 
ate to pass it soon after. 
Republican Gov. Chris 
Christie has said he oppos¬ 
es the measure. 
Compassion & Choice is 
spending about $7 mil¬ 
lion a year to protect the 
practice in states where it 
has been authorized and 
passing legislation in states 
where it has not, said Mick¬ 
ey MacIntyre, the group's 
chief program officer. 

The group said ifs websife 
has had more fhan 5 mil¬ 
lion unique visitors over the 
past month, while May¬ 
nard’s two videos have 
been viewed more than 
13 million times on YouTube 
alone. 

Not everyone who viewed 
the videos is a fan. Social 
conservatives have sharply 
criticized Maynard’s deci¬ 
sion, and it's unlikely any 
Republican-controlled leg¬ 
islatures will consider right- 
to-die laws. 

Maynard’s relatives asked 
for privacy Monday and 
have not released infor¬ 
mation about funeral ar¬ 
rangements. A spokesman 
for Compassion & Choic¬ 
es said she died peace¬ 
fully, surrounded by family 
and friends in her Portland 
homeO 


Judge orders Kansas to 
let gay couples marry

Union lawsuit challenging 
it. 


Attorney General Derek 
Schmidt, whose office has 
been defending fhe state’s 
constitutional ban, said 
he would quickly appeal. 

Sam Brownback’s 
spokeswoman, Eileen Haw¬ 
ley, said the governor took 
an oath to defend the Kan¬ 
sas Constitution and would 
work with Schmidt “to en¬ 
sure an orderly judicial 
process in determining this 
issue and to avoid the con¬ 
fusion created by inconsis¬ 
tent judicial rulings."

Boston Marathon suspect’s 
sister pleads guilty to charge

BOSTON (AP) — A sister of 
Boston Marathon bombing 
suspect Dzhokhar Tsarnaev 
pleaded guilty Tuesday to 
misleading a police detec¬ 
tive during a counterfeiting 
investigation, avoiding jail 
time in an agreement with 
prosecutors. 

Ailina Tsarnaeva, 24, entered 
the plea in South Boston Mu¬ 
nicipal Court. If she avoids 
further legal trouble for 30 
days, she will be free of any 
court supervision. If she does 
get into trouble, the judge 
could sentence her up to 2 
V 2 years in jail. 

Prosecutors said Tsarnaeva 
failed to cooperate with a 
police officer investigating 
the passing of a counterfeit 
bill by a group of people 
eating at an Applebee’s 
restaurant in the South Bay 
Center, a mall in Boston’s 
Dorchester neighborhood, 
on April 16, 2010. A server 
saw the group leaving and 
wrote down their license 
plate number. 

Police traced the car to Tsar¬ 
naeva at her family’s Cam¬ 
bridge home. When ques¬ 
tioned, Tsarnaeva said she 
did not know the names of 
the people she picked up 
from the restaurant, accord¬ 
ing to the police report. She 
also told police that she had 


not lied but “did not want to 
be a snitch,” according to 
the report. In court Tuesday, 
Tsarnaeva’s lawyer, George 
Gormley, acknowledged 
that Tsarnaeva had misled 
police but said her motiva¬ 
tion was to protect a female 
friend, not the person who 
allegedly passed the coun¬ 
terfeit bill. Gormley said he 
obtained the name of that 
person from Tsarnaeva’s 
friend and gave it to prose¬ 
cutors. Assistant District Attor¬ 
ney William Champlin IV said 
the disposition was appropri¬ 
ate because of the age of 
the case and Tsarnaeva’s 
acceptance of responsibility 
by pleading guilty. 

Jake Wark, a spokesman 
for Suffolk District Attorney 
Daniel Conley, said pros¬ 
ecutors also considered 
separate charges pending 
against Tsarnaeva in New 
York, where she is accused 
of threatening to “put a 
bomb” on a perceived ro¬ 
mantic rival. 

“The most effective way of 
handling this and not inter¬ 
fering with her other pend¬ 
ing case is to place this con¬ 
viction on file, which allows 
the judge to re-sentence her 
if she re-offends at any time 
during the next 30 days and 
also prevents any appellate 
challenges to the convic¬ 
tion,” Wark said. □ 


State police found the 
laptop and two storage 
drives inside an aban¬ 
doned airplane hangar 
near the spot where Eric 
Frein was captured Thurs¬ 
day night, according to 
a search warrant inven¬ 
tory. Frein told authorities 
he used unprotected Wi-Fi 
hotspots to connect to the 
Internet during his 48-day 
flight, documents said, rais¬ 
ing the possibility he knew 
where police were focus¬ 
ing their search efforts 
each day. 

It’s not clear how he kept 
the computer charged. 
Before his capture, state 
police had surmised he 
was breaking into cabins 
and unoccupied vacation 
homes for food and shel¬ 
ter. 

Frein was unarmed when 
he surrendered to U.S. 


marshals in an open field. 
He told police a rifle and 
handgun were inside the 
hangar, according to an 
affidavit. 

The 31-year-old survivalist 
and expert marksman is 
charged with opening fire 
on state police barracks 
Sept. 12, killing one trooper 
and seriously wounding a 
second. Prosecutors are 
seeking the death penalty. 
Frein has been assigned 
two public defenders. 
They did not return phone 
messages left by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

A preliminary hearing is 
scheduled for Nov. 12. 

Frein was prepared for fall¬ 
ing temperafures, wearing 
a thermal shirt, sweater 
and fleece jacket on the 
day he was caught, along 
with military pants, ac¬ 
cording to documentsO

America’s trade deficit expands through September

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. trade deficit rose in 
September as exports 
slumped, a sign that the 
world's biggest economy 
is starting to feel the im¬ 
pact of weakening global 
growth. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Tuesday that 
the trade deficit rose 7.6 
percent to $43 billion in 
September. That marks the 
first increase in four months. 
A deficit occurs when a 
country imports more than 
it exports. 

Economic slowdowns in 
Europe and China appear 
to have hurt demand for 
American-made goods. 
Since September, the dol¬ 
lar has appreciated in 
value more than 4 per¬ 
cent against the euro to 
$1.25, making U.S. products 
less competitively priced 
abroad. 

Exports fell 1.5 percent to 


$195.6 billion, led by de¬ 
clines in shipments of in¬ 
dustrial supplies, consum¬ 
er products and capital 
goods such as engines and 
computers. 

September imports held 
steady at $238.6 billion for 
the second straight month. 
The trade gap has been 
tempered this year by 
the boom in U.S. energy 
production, which has re¬ 
duced dependence on 
foreign oil and increased 
U.S. petroleum exports. So 
far this year, petroleum im¬ 
ports are 7.6 percent below 
the level of a year ago. Part 
of that decline has come 
from falling oil prices, with 
crude imports costing 3.1 
percent less so far this year. 
Petroleum exports will likely 
fall in the months ahead, as 
oil prices have slipped be¬ 
low $80 a barrel from more 
than $100 a barrel in June. 
“The collapse in crude 
oil prices means that the 
trade deficit will narrow 


again before fhe end of 
fhis year," said Paul Ash¬ 
worth, chief U.S. economist 
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at Capital Economics. 

The politically sensitive 
trade deficit with China 
surged 17.6 percent to 
$35.6 billion in Septem¬ 
ber, an all-time high. The 
release of the new Apple 
iPhone likely fueled much 
of the 12.7 percent in¬ 
crease in imports from Chi¬ 
na, just as growth in that 
economy has slipped and 
caused U.S. exports to fall 
3.2 percent. 

The deficit with China is on 
track to set another record 
for the entire year, creating 
more pressure for Congress 
and the Obama admin¬ 
istration to take steps to 
curb what critics call unfair 
trade practices in China. 
U.S. manufacturers say 
that China is manipulat¬ 
ing its currency for a trade 
advantage. They accuse 


China of undervaluing the 
yuan to make the goods 
it manufactures cheaper 
when they are exported, 
and American products 
more expensive in China. 
U.S. exports to the Euro¬ 
pean Union also fell in Sep¬ 
tember, decreasing 6.5 
percent compared to Au¬ 
gust as several nations on 
that continent are grap¬ 
pling with the risk of a re¬ 
cession. 

Through Sepfember, the 
trade deficit totaled $378.1 
billion, compared to $363.9 
billion for the same period 
last year. For all of 2013, 
the deficit totaled $476.4 
billion, 11.4 percent lower 
than in 2012. Many econo¬ 
mists believe the trade defi¬ 
cit will rise slightly in 2014, as 
a stronger U.S. economy is 
drawing in more imports.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Or¬ 
ders to U.S. factories de¬ 
clined in September, 
dragged by falling de¬ 
mand in the volatile aircraft 
category. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Tuesday that or¬ 


ders retreated 0.6 percent 
in September, after hav¬ 
ing plunged 10 percent in 
August, also due largely to 
plummeting demand for 
aircraft. 

There are usually dramatic 
monthly swings in demand 
for aircraft, which before 
falling in September and 


Pace of US home price 
growth slows for Sept. 


August had soared by 315.6 
percent in July. Excluding 
the volatile transportation 
sector, factory orders have 
been flat for the past two 
months. 

Orders at aluminum, iron 
and steel mills rose in Sep¬ 
tember, as did demand 
for furniture and motor ve¬ 
hicles. But those gains were 
offset, in part, by declining 
orders for construction ma¬ 


chinery, electronics prod¬ 
ucts and consumer goods. 
Despite the decrease in 
orders, other manufactur¬ 
ing indicators point toward 
strengthening factories. 

The Institute for Supply 
Management, a trade 
group of purchasing man¬ 
agers, reported Monday 
that its manufacturing in¬ 
dex climbed to 59 in Oc¬ 
tober from 56.6 in Septem¬ 


ber. Any reading above 
50 signals expansion. The 
gains match a three-year 
high previously reached in 
August and marks a solid 
rebound from a September 
decline. 

The survey behind the in¬ 
dex showed that orders, 
productivity and hiring 
each improved at a faster 
clip in October than the 
prior month.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. housing market cooled 
off in September, as home 
prices rose at an ever slow¬ 
ing pace. 

Prices increased 5.6 per¬ 
cent in September com¬ 
pared to a year ago, real 
estate data provider Core- 
Logic said Tuesday. That's 
down from annual gains of 
6.4 percent in August and 
6.8 percent in July. 

Home prices had been 
climbing by as much as 12 
percent annually toward 
the end of last year. But 
the acceleration out of 
the housing crash that trig¬ 


gered the Great Recession 
has become unsustain¬ 
able. Wages have barely 
budged after inflation and 
lending standards remain 
relatively strict. This makes 
it difficult for families to pay 
the higher home prices. 
CoreLogic forecasts that 
the slowdown will con¬ 
tinue, with annual home 
price growth slipping be¬ 
low 5 percent by Septem¬ 
ber 2015. This should help 
bolster home sales for first¬ 
time buyers with adequate 
incomes and down pay¬ 
ment savings, yet there 
are few signs that younger 
Americans are buying real 
estate. 
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Circus cited for hair-hanging stunt that injured 9

PROVIDENCE, Rhode Island 
(AP) — Ringling Bros, and 
Barnum & Bailey Circus mis¬ 
used a key rigging compo¬ 
nent in a hair-hanging stunt, 
causing a fall that seriously 
injured eight acrobats from 
the U.S., Brazil, Bulgaria and 
Ukraine, federal workplace 
safety regulators said Tues¬ 
day. 

The Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration 
cited the company for a 
serious safety violation and 
proposed the maximum 
fine, $7,000, for the circus’ 
parent company, Feld En¬ 
tertainment. It concluded 
circus staff had improperly 
loaded a carabiner clip. 
The company disputed the 
finding and was deciding 
whether to contest it, said 
Stephen Payne, a spokes-

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man for Feld Entertainment. 
OSHA investigators said the 
company attached two 
rings to the bottom of the 
carabiner, rather than one, 
in violation of what it said 
was industry practice and 
of the manufacturer's in¬ 
structions. Investigators said 
that caused the clip to be 
overloaded. 

Payne disputed that, say¬ 
ing the clip was carrying a 
lower load than it was rat¬ 
ed to hold. 

David Michaels, assistant 
secretary of labor for occu¬ 
pational safety and health, 
called it a "catastrophic 
failure,” and said it dem¬ 
onstrates the circus industry 
needs professional engi¬ 
neers to develop, evaluate 
and inspect the structures it 
uses in performances. 

“We can never put a price 
on the impact this event 


had on these workers and 
their families. Employers 
must take steps to en¬ 
sure this does not happen 
again,” he said. 

Payne said safety of its 
workers and audience are 
the company’s top priority, 
and it is making the neces¬ 
sary changes. 

The eight acrobats were 
attached by their hair to a 
chandelier-like apparatus 
and suspended in the air. 
They had just begun their 
act on May 4 when the 
carabiner clip snapped, 
sending them plummeting 
to the ground 15 feet be¬ 
low. A ninth worker on the 
ground was hit and was 
also hurt. Most of the wom¬ 
en were severely injured. 
Some were unable to walk 
as of June, and they have 
collectively gone through 
dozens of surgeries.Q 


Woman gets 16 years prison 
for running a fake university 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

San Francisco woman was 
sentenced to more than 16 
years in prison for running 
what prosecutors said was a 
sham university that served 
as a front for an immigration 
scam. 

Susan Xiao-Ping Su, founder 
and president of the phony 
Tri-Valley University, was ac¬ 
cused of charging foreigners 
tuition and other payments 
for visa-related documents 
that allowed them to live in 
the U.S. while she purported 
that they were here legally 
to study. She made more 
than $5.6 million and used 
the money to buy commer¬ 
cial real estate, a Mercedes 
Benz and multiple homes, 
including one at a golf club, 
federal prosecutors said 
Monday. 

U.S. District Court Judge Jon 
S. Tigar sentenced Su, 44, on 
Friday after she was con¬ 
victed in March of visa fraud 
and other charges. She was 


also ordered to forfeit $5.6 
million and pay more than 
$900,000 in restitution, pros¬ 
ecutors said. 

“Student visas are intended 
to give people from around 
the world a chance to 
come to this country to en¬ 
rich themselves with the vast 
learning opportunities avail¬ 
able here,” Tatum King, act¬ 
ing special agent in charge 
for Homeland Security Inves¬ 
tigations, San Francisco, said 
in a statement. “But in this 
case, the defendant was in¬ 
terested in a different kind of 
enrichment, her own.” 

The Tri-Valley case is not 
unique in the San Francisco 
area. Jerry Wang, the chief 
executive officer of Herguan 
University and the Univer¬ 
sity of East-West Medicine, 
is also facing visa fraud 
charges in connection with 
what authorities say is a simi¬ 
lar scheme. He has pleaded 
not guilty and is scheduled 
to go on trial next month.Q 
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Ukrainian president sends more troops to the east

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — 

Ukraine’s president said 
Tuesday that additional 
troops are being deployed 
to the east, where fighting 
continues to rage between 
government forces and 
pro-Russian separatist fight¬ 
ers. 

Petro Poroshenko said the 
units would defend cities still 
under government control 
against possible incursions. 
His remarks came after 
Ukrainian security officials 
claimed over the weekend 
that Russia has intensified 
the transfer of troops and 
military equipment to sepa¬ 
ratist rebels. Moscow denies 
it aids the rebels. 

“Several new units have 
been formed that will en¬ 
able us to repel possible 
attacks in the direction of 
Mariupol and Berdyansk, 
Kharkiv, and areas north of 
Luhansk and the Dniprop- 
etrovsk region,” Poroshenko 
said, according to a state¬ 
ment on the presidential 
website. 

Tensions have spiked since 
the weekend, when rebels 
held an election that was 
condemned by the West 
and Ukraine as illegal and 
destabilizing. 

“In recent days, Russia- 
supported separatists have 
publicly stated their inten¬ 
tion to expand the terri¬ 
tory under their control. 
We strongly condemn on¬ 
going separatist attacks 
in Meriupol and Dubalsiva 
and around the Donetsk 
Airport,” U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Jen 


Psaki told reporters in Wash¬ 
ington. 

"Any attempt to push fur¬ 
ther into Ukraine would 
be another violation of 
Ukraine's sovereignty and 
territorial integrity and a 
gross violation of the Minsk 
agreements signed by Rus¬ 
sia, Ukraine, and the sepa¬ 
ratists,” she added, referring 
to the much-violated case- 
fire agreed upon in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Ukraine and Western gov¬ 
ernments say Sunday’s poll 
gravely endangered the 
cease-fire fhaf envisioned 
local elections across fhe 
whole of the east but under 
Ukrainian law. Russia, how¬ 
ever, quickly lent its support 
to the vote. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel, underlining her dis¬ 
pleasure over what she said 
was Russia’s role in the con¬ 
flict, said Tuesday there is 
no reason yet to lift Europe¬ 
an Union sanctions against 
Moscow. Merkel said she 
hopes for a diplomatic 
solution to Ukraine’s crisis 
but added the vote shows 
“how difficult it is even to 
maintain agreements that 
have been made, if we look 
af fhe illegal elections.” 

On Tuesday morning, the 
separatist leader in the 
Donetsk region, Alexan¬ 
der Zakharchenko, 38, was 
sworn in as head of a self- 
declared secessionist terri¬ 
tory. 

He was inaugurated in a 
heavily guarded theater 
in the city of Donetsk, the 
main stronghold of a reb¬ 
el-controlled territory that 
separatists call the Donetsk 
People’s Republic.Q

Gaza reconstruction has begun 


JERUSALEM (AP) — The 

United Nations says that 
a program to reconstruct 
the Gaza Strip after this 
summer’s 50-day war with 
Israel has begun. 

Middle East peace process 
coordinator Robert Serry 
said the program started 
Monday with the sale of 
construction materials to 
700 Gaza residents whose 
homes were damaged. 
Palestinian estimates say 
that as much as $6 billion 
will be required to repair 
the damage sustained 


during the conflict. 

It began after Hamas mili¬ 
tants responded to Israeli 
arrests of Hamas activists 
in the West Bank by firing 
rockets at southern Israel. 
Israel answered with a sus¬ 
tained aerial bombard¬ 
ment and ground invasion 
meant to stop the rocket 
fire and destroy a network 
of tunnels constructed to 
carry out attacks against 
it.

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Security tight as Shiites mark holy day in Iraq

BEIRUT (AP) — Hundreds of 
thousands of Shiite pilgrims 
flocked Tuesday to an Iraqi 
holy city for the peak of a 
10-day religious ritual amid 
tight security over fears of 
sectarian attacks — the 
first time Ashoura has been 
observed since Sunni ex¬ 
tremists seized much of 
northern and western Iraq. 
The militants, who view Shi¬ 
ites as apostates deserv¬ 
ing of death, claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for two bomb¬ 
ing attacks against pil¬ 
grims that killed 23 people 
in Baghdad on Sunday. 
They have systematically 
massacred thousands of 
their opponents, includ¬ 
ing Sunni rivals, in Iraq and 
Syria and are battling Leb¬ 


anese army troops near 
the country’s border with 
Syria. 

Ashoura rituals were so 
far peaceful in the city of 
Karbala, 50 miles (80 kilo¬ 
meters) south of Baghdad, 
as more than 30,000 Iraqi 
troops were deployed to 
protect the worshippers. 
The occasion marks the 
anniversary of the death 
in the seventh century of 
the Prophet Muhammad's 
grandson, Imam Hussein, 
in a battle outside Karbala 
— which sealed Islam’s his¬ 
toric Sunni-Shiite split. Shiite 
festivals in Iraq have often 
been attacked by Sunni 
extremists. 

In Lebanon, where sectar¬ 
ian tensions are high over 
the civil war in Syria, tens of 
thousands of supporters of 
the Shiite militia Hezbollah

turned out in the group’s 
stronghold in southern Bei¬ 
rut amid unprecedented 
security measures. 

The annual mournful Shi¬ 
ite march of men beating 
and whipping themselves 
is being carried out with a 
sense of triumph this year 
in the country, home to a 
large Shiite minority. 

The group's participation 
in the Syrian war alongside 
President Bashar Assad’s 
forces against mainly Sun¬ 
ni rebels trying to topple 
him is highly divisive in Leb¬ 
anon. Critics say the deci¬ 
sion has dragged Leba¬ 
non into the fray, triggering 
suicide and other attacks 
against Shiite strongholds 
in the country. 

But many supporters of 
the group backed Hezbol¬ 
lah’s participation in the 
war, adopting its narra¬ 
tive that the intervention 
in Syria was necessary to 
keep Sunni extremists such 
as the Islamic State group 
from invading Lebanon 
and committing massa¬ 
cres as it has done in Syria 
and Iraq. 

Now many say they feel 
vindicated, with Leba¬ 
non’s army and Hezbol¬ 
lah fighters battling Sunni 
militants in the country’s 
north. 

"What is happening 
around us increases our 
conviction and faith that 
our choices were right," 
the Hezbollah leader. 


Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, 
told tens of thousands of 
supporters Tuesday. 
Speaking via satellite link 
through a huge video 
screen, he said takfiris — 
a term for Islamic extrem¬ 
ists — will be defeated 
everywhere. “And we will 
have the honor of hav¬ 
ing been part of their de¬ 
feat,” he said. Nasrallah 
dismissed reports that He¬ 
zbollah will withdraw from 
Syria because it was sap¬ 
ping the group's resources 
as "dreams.” Security was 
unprecedented. Secu¬ 
rity forces and Hezbollah 
agents sealed off entranc¬ 
es to the sprawling Shiite 
stronghold in southern Bei¬ 
rut known as Dahyeh as 
of Monday night. Trucks 
filled with sand and ce¬ 
ment were parked at the 
entrances to lessen the im¬ 
pact of potential bomb¬ 
ings and pedestrians were 
meticulously searched. 

In Karbala, men, mostly 
wearing robes, pounded 
their chests, slashed their 
heads and beat their 
bloodied foreheads with 
the flat sides of swords and 
knives. 

Mourners waved Iraqi and 
Shiite religious flags as they 
ran toward the Imam Hus¬ 
sein holy shrine. 

The crowds chanted: "Hus¬ 
sein... Hussein,” as army 
helicopters hovered over 
the area to provide pro¬ 
tection for the pilgrims.Q 
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UN refugee agency moves to wipe out statelessness

LONDON (AP) — The U.N. 
refugee agency launched 
an ambitious campaign 
Tuesday to wipe out state¬ 
lessness in the next decade 
with the goal of preventing 
millions from spending their 
entire lives without legal 
documentation. 

The goal is to focus atten¬ 
tion on people who are not 
recognized in their coun¬ 
tries and do not have birth 
certificates, identity papers 
or other documents, and 
to prevent babies born to 
refugees from being denied 
legal papers. 

That is happening increas¬ 
ingly with children born to 
pregnant mothers who are 
fleeing the warfare in Syria 
and giving birth in refu¬ 
gee camps in neighboring 
countries. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said in a message 
backing the campaign that 
the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights states that 


nationality is a basic right of 
all people. 

“Without nationality, state¬ 
less people are often de¬ 
prived of other basic hu¬ 
man rights, such as going 
to school, getting a job, 
getting married or register¬ 
ing the birth of a child,” Ban 
said. “They are sentenced 
to a life of marginalization 
and invisibility.” 

The high profile campaign, 
backed in an open letter 
Tuesday by actress Ange¬ 
lina Jolie and others, should 
help the estimated 10 million 
people living in the hellish 
limbo of statelessness, the 
U.N. high commissioner for 
refugees, Antonio Guterres, 
told The Associated Press. 
“We are talking about 
communities that are hid¬ 
den, that are discriminated 
against in these countries 
that do not appear in the 
global media except when 
the situation is very dramat¬ 
ic,” he said. 

Secretary-General Ban

Makeshift schools created 
for Syrian refugee children

SURUC, Turkey (AP) — It’s 
only a blue tent at the 
back of a refugee camp 
in the Turkish border town 
of Suruc. But for dozens of 
children who study in the 
makeshift school, it’s a 
glimmer of hope. 

Inside, brightly colored 
drawings are pinned to the 
plastic walls, and wooden 
desks stand in two neat 
rows. For some of the Kurd¬ 
ish kids who fled with their 
families from the besieged 
Syrian town of Kobani, this 
is the only school they’ve 
known. 

“The whole world was col¬ 
lapsing, how could they 
go to school," said Ghazi 
Mammo Darwesh, father 
of 7-year-old Diyala. The 
shy, brown-eyed girl says 
she like learning Kurdish 
writing and drawing pic¬ 
tures of flowers and girls. 
Her father is overjoyed 
that, at last, she is learning 
something. 

“How can I not like it? I can 
fly for happiness. I hope 
that my children will study 
abroad,” said Darwesh, 


who has seven children. 
School also provides some 
psychological support for 
traumatized youngsters, 
who have lost their homes 
and often family mem¬ 
bers during a ferocious 
onslaught by Islamic State 
militants on Kobani that 
began in mid-September. 
The lessons are basic — 
only reading and writing 
in Kurdish is taught, and 
only for the ages of 7-10. 
But children, parents and 
teachers agree it’s better 
than nothing. 

“It's very important for the 
children to be in school 
and concentrated on edu¬ 
cation instead of having 
flashbacks to the war,” said 
Rukan Sheikh Mohammed, 
a 19-year-old teacher who 
is a refugee from Kobani 
herself. The war, she said, 
had deeply affected the 
children. “We teach the 
students to try to provide 
some confidence, motivat¬ 
ing them and telling them 
they will go home one day 
and all will be well.” 

The school where Moham¬ 
med teaches was set up 
about three weeks ago.Q 


met people who told me, 
‘We live like wild animals, 
no one recognizes us, we 
have no legal existence, 
no legal identity, and our 
children will be in the same 
situation."’ He cited five 
major trouble spots, includ¬

Guerreros Unidos has in¬ 
creasingly turned to the lu¬ 
crative practice of growing 
opium poppies and send¬ 
ing opium paste to be re¬ 
fined for heroin destined for 
the U.S. market, according 
to a federal official. 

The students attended a 
radical rural teachers col¬ 
lege with a history of car¬ 
rying out protests. They 
had gained the enmity 
of Abarca because of a 
previous demonstration in 
the town, Murillo Karam 
said. Abarca believed 
they planned to disrupt a 
speech by his wife, who 
aspired to succeed him as 
mayor, and ordered police 
to detain the students after 
they hijacked four buses to 
provide transportation to a 
coming protest. 

Three students were shot 
dead in the confrontation 
and later three bystanders 
were killed in a separate 
attack.

Brazil prosecutor 
challenges ‘More 
Doctors’ program

SAO PAULO (AP) — A fed¬ 
eral prosecutors’ office 
has alleged irregularities in 
the way Brazil pays Cuban 
doctors participating in a 
program set up to provide 
health care in remote areas, 
and is urging the country to 
pay the physicians directly 
rather than through their 
government. 

In a statement issued late 
Monday, prosecutor Luci¬ 
ano Loureiro Oliveira blasted 
as “frankly illegal” an agree¬ 
ment among the Cuban 
and Brazilian governments 
and the World Health Orga¬ 
nization. Under the setup, 
the program’s Cuban doc¬ 
tors are paid about a fourth 
of what Brazil gives the Cu¬ 
ban government through 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion for their services. 

While Brazil pays about 
$4,000 per month for each 
of the around 11,000 Cu¬ 
ban doctors in the program, 
Oliveira said it found a con¬ 
tract in which at least one of 
those doctors was getting 
only $1,000 a month. 

The statement urged Brazil 
to pay the Cubans directly, 
instead of going through the 
WHO and the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment, arguing the pay¬ 
ment is an unfair labor prac¬ 
tice. 

The Brazilian government on 
Tuesday denied the allega¬ 
tions of irregularities, insisting 
the program “follows all the 
rules.” 

“The Health Ministry restates 
the importance of the pro¬ 
gram, which has brought 
medical attention to nearly 
50 million Brazilians,” the 
government said in a state¬ 
ment. Among a raft of mea¬ 
sures implemented after na¬ 
tionwide anti-government 
protests last year, the “More 
Doctors” program aims to 
recruit foreigners to help im¬ 
prove health care access in 
remote, rural areas where 
Brazilian doctors don’t want 
to work. □

43 college students missing 
ended Tuesday in a rough- 
and-tumble neighborhood 
of Mexico City where they 
were hiding.

"News like this just makes 
you angrier,” said Mario 
Cesar Gonzalez, whose 
son, Cesar Manuel Gonza¬ 
lez, is among the missing 
students.

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Real Madrid, Dortmund advance in Champions League

GENEVA (AP) — Real Ma¬ 
drid beat an under-strength 
Liverpool 1 -0 to advance in 
the Champions League on 
Tuesday although Cristiano 
Ronaldo failed to equal 
the competition scoring re¬ 
cord. 

Liverpool goalkeeper Si¬ 
mon Mignolet was beaten 
by Karim Benzema in the 
27th minute but repeat¬ 
edly stopped Ronaldo 
scoring the goal he needs 
to match Madrid great 
Raul Gonzalez's 71 career 
goals in Europe’s top club 
competition. It also ended 
Ronaldo’s 12-game scoring 
streak in all competitions. 

“I don’t think he got frus¬ 
trated (by not scoring)," 
Madrid coach Carlo Ance- 
lotti said about Ronaldo. “I 
used to be frustrated when 
I didn’t score, Ronaldo 
keeps on scoring and I think 
he was just happy that we 
won the match.” 

Defending champion Ma¬ 
drid also earned its round- 
of-16 place with two rounds 
to spare after a fourth 
straight win in Group B. Ba¬ 
sel is second after routing 
Ludogorets Razgrad 4-0. 
Borussia Dortmund also 
kept its 100 percent record 
to secure advancement by 
beating Galatasaray 4-1. 
The Germans seemed cer¬ 
tain to be joined by Group 
D rival Arsenal when the 
London club was up 3-0 
against Anderlecht with 30 
minutes to play. 

However, Arsenal again 
showed the fragility that 
has marked the later years 
of coach Arsene Wenger's 
lengthy reign and let the 
visiting Belgian champion 
level at 3-3 in the 90th. 
Juventus earned a thrilling 
3-2 win against Olympia- 
kos, fighting back to score 
twice in a minute midway 
through the second half, to 
stay in contention in Group 
A. Atletico Madrid won 2-0 
at Malmo and still leads the 
group. 

Group C leader Bayer 
Leverkusen won 2-1 at Zenit 
St. Petersburg, and Benfica 
avoided potential elimina¬ 
tion by beating Monaco 
1 - 0 . 

After Ronaldo set a single¬ 
season scoring record of 
17 goals in Madrid’s march 


to its 10th European title 
last May, the career mark 
seemed likely to fall as well 
for the 29-year-old Portu¬ 
guese. 

Especially after Liverpool 
coach Brendan Rodgers 
chose a surprising starting 
lineup, resting Steven Ger- 
rard, Mario Balotelli, Ra- 
heem Sterling and several 
others ahead of a week¬ 
end Premier League match 
against Chelsea. 

Mignolet denied Ronaldo 
for the first time with a div¬ 
ing stop in the 6th and 
stopped two later free kicks 
among the Madrid star’s 10 
attempts on goal, five of 
which were on target. 
Benzema needed just one 
shot on target, connecting 
from close range with Mar- 
celo’s cross. 

Ronaldo's great rival Lionel 
Messi, who has 69 career 
Champions League goals, 
takes his aim at Raul’s re¬ 
cord when Barcelona plays 
at Ajax on Wednesday. 
Basel tripled its goal tally in 
this season’s competition, 
getting goals from 17-year- 
old Cameroon-born Breel 
Embolo, Paraguay for¬ 
ward Derlis Gonzalez, Al¬ 
bania midfielder Shkelzen 
Gashi and Czech Repub¬ 
lic defender Marek Suchy 
against Ludogorets. 

Basel has six points, three 
clear of Liverpool and 
Ludogorets. Dortmund has 
won only two matches in 
the Bundesliga all season 
but made it four straight in 
the Champions League. 
Germany midfielder Marco 
Reus, Greece defender 
Sokratis Papastathopoulos 
and Italy forward Ciro Im¬ 
mobile all scored for the 
2013 runner-up. 
Galatasaray faces further 
sanctions from UEFA after 
fans again set off firecrack¬ 
ers, smoke bombs and 
flares, briefly interrupting 
the match twice. 

Arsenal was cruising after 
an hour thanks to Mikel Ar- 
teta’s penalty, a stunning 
volley by Alexis Sanchez 
and Alex Oxlade-Cham- 
berlain’s darting run and 
shot. 

But Anderlecht struck back 
when Anthony Vanden 
Borre scored twice, includ¬ 
ing a penalty, and Aleksan- 
dar Mitrovic headed in the 
equalizer in the 90th.

CHARLOTTE, North Caro¬ 
lina (AP) — Brad Keselowski 
and Jeff Gordon avoided 
any penalty from NASCAR 
on Tuesday for their post¬ 
race fight at Texas, but two 
crew chiefs and four crew 
members from Hendrick 
Motorsports were punished 
for their roles in the brawl. 
NASCAR suspended three 
Hendrick crew members 
for six races for being “in¬ 
volved in a post-race 
physical altercation" and 
fined them each $25,000. A 
fourth Hendrick crew mem¬ 
ber was fined $10,000 and 
suspended for three races 
for the same offense. 
Gordon crew chief Alan 
Gustafson and Kasey Kah- 
ne crew chief Kenny Fran¬ 
cis were each fined $50,000 
and placed on probation 
for six races because “the 
crew chief assumes re¬ 
sponsibility for the actions 
of his team members." 
NASCAR senior vice presi¬ 
dent of competition Robin 
Pemberton said the post¬ 
race actions were “un¬ 
acceptable” following a 
review of content of the 
incident. NASCAR “identi¬ 
fied several crew members 
who crossed the line with 
their actions, specifically 


punching others.” 

“A NASCAR championship 
is at stake, but we can't al¬ 
low behavior that crosses 
the line to go unchecked, 
particularly when it puts 
others in harm’s way," 
Pemberton said. 
Suspended for six races 
and fined $25,000 were: 
Jeremy Fuller, the Kahne 
crew member who came 
from behind the scrum and 
threw several haymakers 
toward Keselowski, as well 
as Gordon crew members 
Dwayne Doucette and Ja¬ 
son Ingle. 

Dean Mozingo, another 
Gordon crew member, 
was fined $10,000 and sus¬ 
pended three races.

In the late fifties attend¬ 
ing the Miami Country Day 
School or Boys in Miami 
Shores I woke up one morn¬ 
ing in my dormitory with a 
fever and the classical symp¬ 
toms of measles the three 
Cs—cough, coryza (runny 
nose) and conjunctivitis (red 
eyes). Of course those were 
the days, before the MMS 
vaccine when children were 
still allowed to get measles. 
I duly reported to the infir¬ 
mary to sweat out my fever 
that would last at least three 
days. 

Five days later, I was still in 
the infirmary. My bout with 
the virus had been uncom¬ 
plicated, yet the physician 
who came in every after¬ 
noon hearing I was still sleep¬ 
ing most of the day, would 
not order my discharge from 
the school infirmary. The doc¬ 
tor made sure I had not had 
diarrhea checked me care¬ 
fully with his stethoscope for 
pneumonia. He knew com¬ 
plications are usually more 
severe amongst adults who 
catch the virus and that the 
fatality rate from measles 
in children or for otherwise 
healthy people in devel¬ 
oped countries is low. Why 
was I still lethargic? 

Asking some questions about 
my home back in Aruba, I 
heard the good doctor, on 
his way out of the infirma¬ 
ry arguing with the school 
nurse. Several minutes later 
with much complaining the 
nurse brought me a cup of 
coffee laden with milk and 
sugar. Even though she had 
been told that coffee and 
milk was usual breakfast bev¬ 
erage for Hispanic children; 
this matron was devoutly 
against giving coffee to 
children. Astutely aware of 
cultural differences among 


Hispanics, even before the 
Cuban exodus to Miami, the 
school doctor had chosen 
correctly a food that would 
pull me out of my funk. Within 
an hour I was wide awake a 
clamoring to be able to join 
my school mates. 

What the insightful school 
doctor had realized is that 
I was clinically depressed.

Burger King: chicken fries 
helped on American sales

NEW YORK (AP) — Burger 
King said bringing back 
its “Chicken Fries” helped 
sales jump in the U.S. and 
Canada by the biggest 
amount in two years. 

The Miami-based chain 
said Tuesday that global 
sales rose 2.4 percent 
at established locations 
during the third quarter, 
including a 3.6 percent 
increase in the U.S. and 
Canada. McDonald's 
previously reported a 3.3 
percent decline in the U.S. 
for the same time, citing 
heightened competition as 
a factor. 

Alex Macedo, Burger 
King’s president of North 
American operation, said 
improving the speed of 
service at restaurants and 
focusing on fewer, “more 
impactful” new menu items 
is paying off. 

Burger King had 
announced in August it 
would bring back Chicken 
Fries for a limited time after 
“ongoing guest outcries 
reached a point where 
they could no longer be 
ignored.” 

The dish — which consists 
of deep-fried pieces of 
chicken in the shape of 
french fries — had been 
introduced in 2005 and 
taken off the menu in 2012. 
The return of the Chicken 
Fries is among the many 
marketing pushes Burger 
King has made since 
investment firm 3G Capital 
took the chain public again 
in 2012. Some efforts have 


flopped; the chain recently 
said this summer that most 
its franchisees would take 
its lower-calories “Satisfries" 
off the menu after less than 
a year. 

To boost its profits, Burger 
King has also refranchised 
company-owned 
restaurants in the U.S. and 
is striking deals with local 
operators to open more 
stores around the world. 
This month, CEO Daniel 
Schwartz said it plans to 
open its first restaurant in 
India, featuring a primarily 
vegetarian menu. 

Burger King currently has 
nearly 14,000 locations 
globally. 

The company also said 
this summer that it would 
acquire Tim Flortons for 
$11 billion and move its 
headquarters to Canada, 
where the chain known for 
its coffee and doughnuts 
is based. The companies 
said Tim Florton would 
take advantage of Burger 
King's expertise in striking 
international franchise 
deals to expand its global 
presence. 

After factoring one-time 
charges primarily related to 
its purchase of Tim Flortons, 
Burger King Worldwide Inc. 
said it lost $23.5 million, or 7 
cents per share. Adjusted 
earnings were 27 cents 
per share, in line with Wall 
Street expectations. 

Total revenue rose to 
$278.9 million, short of the 
$281.8 million Wall Street 
expected.

Disap¬ 
pointing earnings outlooks 
from a range of compa¬ 
nies, including Priceline and 
Michael Kors also weighed 
on the market. 

Oil has fallen sharply in re¬ 
cent weeks as global sup¬ 
plies rise while demand for 
fuel trails expectations. The 
latest decline was prompt¬ 
ed by reports that Saudi 
Arabia is cutting the price 
of oil that it supplies to the 
U.S. as it attempts to main¬ 
tain its market share as U.S. 
production booms. 


average bucked the trend,

While energy stocks are suf¬ 
fering, many analysts and 
investors predict that the 
U.S. economy will benefit in 
the long run from lower en¬ 
ergy prices.

CVS Health Corp. report¬ 
ed better-than-expected 
third-quarter earnings 
Tuesday as increased use 
of specialty drugs helped 
offset missing sales of to¬ 
bacco products, which 
the company stopped sell¬ 


ing this fall. 

CVS Health runs the na¬ 
tion’s second-largest drug¬ 
store chain with more than 
7,700 locations and one 
of the largest pharmacy 
benefits management, or 
PBM, businesses. 

The company’s net in¬ 
come fell to $948 million, 
or 81 cents per share, from 
$1.25 billion, or $1.02 per 
share a year earlier. Earn¬ 


ings, adjusted to extinguish 
debt and for amortiza¬ 
tion costs, were $1.15 per 
share. 

The results exceeded Wall 
Street expectations, with 
the average estimate of 
analysts surveyed by Zacks 
Investment Research at 


$1.14 per share. 

Revenue rose to $35.02 bil¬ 
lion in the period, also sur¬ 
passing Street forecasts. 
Analysts expected $34.65 
billion, according to Zacks. 
Revenue from its PBM side 
increased 16 percent, 
and operating profit from 
that segment increased 
7.3 percent, helped by 
new business and special¬ 
ty drug growth. 


Specialty drugs are very ex¬ 
pensive, usually injected, 
drugs for complex chronic 
health conditions — a cat¬ 
egory that is driving overall 
spending on medications. 
CVS has started a new 
program called Specialty 
Connect that allows cus¬ 


tomers with these prescrip¬ 
tions to either pick them up 
at pharmacies or through 
the mail. 

CVS said revenue from 
its retail pharmacy busi¬ 
ness increased 3 percent 
and was negatively im¬ 
pacted by the loss of to¬ 
bacco sales. The com¬ 
pany said missing sales of 
cigarettes and other items 
smokers purchase at stores 


hurt earnings by 3 cents 
per share. CVS said the 
full-year impact of missing 
tobacco products would 
reduce earnings by 7 to 8 
cents per share. 

CVS Health gained nation¬ 
al attention in February af¬ 
ter it promised to phase out 
sales of tobacco products 
from its stores. Company 
leaders said tobacco has 
no place in a health care 
setting, and stores phased 
out the products by late 
September. 

The company narrowed 
its 2014 adjusted earnings 
guidance to between 
$4.47 and $4.50, from its 
previous forecast of $4.43 
to $4.51, excluding the 27 
cents-per-share loss on 
early extinguishment of 
debt. 

Analysts expect, on aver¬ 
age, earnings of $4.49 per 
share, according to Fact- 
Set. 

For the current quarter 
ending in December, CVS 
Caremark expects its per- 
share earnings to range 
from $1.18 to $1.21. Ana¬ 
lysts surveyed by Zacks had 
forecast adjusted earnings 
per share of $1.21. 

CVS shares slipped 52 
cents to $85.60 in midday 
trading. CVS shares have 
increased 20 percent 
since the beginning of the 
year, while the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index has risen 
9 percent. The stock has

Softbank quarterly profit up despite Sprint woes

TOKYO (AP) — Softbank’s 
quarterly profit nearly tri¬ 
pled as gains from the IPO 
of Chinese e-commerce 
company Alibaba offset 
losses at U.S. mobile carrier 
Sprint. 

The Japanese telecommu¬ 
nications and Internet-ser¬ 
vices company reported 
Tuesday a fiscal second 
quarter profit of 483.1 bil¬ 
lion yen ($4.3 billion), up 
from 165.8 billion yen a 
year earlier. Quarterly sales 
surged 23 percent to 2.11 
trillion yen ($18.7 billion). 
Softbank, the first to sell 
the iPhone in Japan, has 
widespread global invest¬ 


ments including Chinese 
e-commerce company Al¬ 
ibaba, which listed in New 
York earlier this year after a 
record-busting stock sale. 
Softbank said it gained 599 
billion yen ($5 billion) from 
the listing. 

One sore spot is Sprint, 
which Softbank bought 
a majority stake in earlier 
this year. It said costs from 
layoffs at Sprint will total 17 
billion yen ($150 million). 
Sprint is eliminating 2,000 
jobs, or about 5 percent of 
its staff, to cut $1.5 billion in 
annual spending. 

Overland Park, Kansas- 
based Sprint, which an¬ 
nounced a separate round 
of job cuts in early Octo¬ 


ber, reported a $765 mil¬ 
lion loss for the quarter. But 
Softbank is eyeing Sprint as 
a long-term investment. 
“We are heading toward a 
turnaround,” said Softbank 
founder and chief execu¬ 
tive Masayoshi Son. Sprint's 
new chief executive, Mar- 
celo Claure, tapped from 
cellphone distributor and 
Softbank unit Brightstar, 
was making progress, he 
said. 

Son said Alibaba is report¬ 
ing solid growth in profits, 
rising from its humble be¬ 
ginnings when he invested 
in it about 14 years ago to 
become one of the biggest 
companies in the world by 
market capitalization. 


He compared his invest¬ 
ment approach to valuing, 
instead of killing, the goose 
that lays golden eggs, but 
warned that patience was 
needed. 

“I’ve long said that who¬ 
ever rules China will rule 
the world,” he said. China 
has overtaken Japan as 
the world's second biggest 
economy and will in the 
future grow bigger than 
the American economy. 
Son said. But he said the 
place to watch next is In¬ 
dia, where the population 
is young, English-speaking 
and boasts excellent soft¬ 
ware engineers, praising 
Snapdeal as India's equiv¬ 
alent of Alibaba. □ 



Nissan quarterly 
profit jumps on 
sales, yen perks

TOKYO (AP) — Nissan’s 
quarterly profit jumped 
nearly 15 percent to a bet- 
ter-than-expected 124.9 
billion yen ($1.1 billion) as 
vehicle sales improved in 
almost all regions. 

The Japanese automaker, 
behind the Leaf electric 
car, Altima compact and 
Infiniti luxury brand, stuck to 
its profit forecast for the full 
fiscal year through March 
2015 at 405 billion yen ($3.6 
billion). 

Nissan said the perk from 
a weak yen and stronger 
sales in North America will 
make up for falling sales in 
China and other nations. 
The dollar was trading at 
about 100 yen last fiscal 
year, but has been rising 
lately, buying about 113 
yen this week. A weak yen 
is a boon for Japan’s giant 
exporters such as Nissan by 
boosting the value of their 
overseas earnings. 

Nissan, allied with Renault 
SA of France, said it gained 
17 billion yen ($150 million) 
in operating profit for the 
fiscal first half from a fa¬ 
vorable foreign exchange 
rate. 

Yokohama-based Nissan 
revised its annual sales 
forecast to 5.45 million ve¬ 
hicles, down from an earli¬ 
er 5.65 million vehicles. The 
lower forecast is still above 
the previous fiscal year at 
5.19 million vehicles. 
Analysts surveyed by Fact- 
Set had expected quarter¬ 
ly profit at about 100 billion 
yen ($885 million). 

Quarterly sales edged up 6 
percent to 2.68 trillion yen 
($23.7 billion). 

Car sales in Japan have 
languished in recent years 
as younger people lost in¬ 
terest in driving in a nation 
that abounds with reliable 
public transportation, es¬ 
pecially in urban areas. 
Sales have especially nose¬ 
dived in recent months af¬ 
ter sales tax was raised in 
April. Buyers had rushed in 
before the hike. 

But Nissan’s vehicle sales 
for the latest quarter im¬ 
proved in other parts of 
the world including North 
America, Europe and 
Asia.Q

Warner Bros, begins layoffs as part of cost-cutting

LOS ANGELES - Warner Bros, 
on Tuesday began layoffs 
that will ultimately eliminate 
1,000 jobs, or 12.5 percent 
of the studio's total staff, 
as it tries to increase profit¬ 
ability amid weak domestic 
box office sales and a chal¬ 
lenged television business. 
Kevin Tsujihara, Warner’s 
chief executive, speaking 
at a recent investor confer¬ 
ence, said the studio was 
seeking to cut annual over¬ 
head costs by $200 million. 
Tsujihara announced the 
layoffs in a memo to em¬ 
ployees Tuesday. 


“We examined every as¬ 
pect of our businesses to 
ensure that we are restruc¬ 
turing in a way that would 
allow us to minimize the im¬ 
pact,” he wrote. 

Layoffs at Warner, Holly¬ 
wood's largest movie and 
television studio, come as 
part of a broader effort to 
trim costs by its corporate 
parent. Time Warner, after 
an unsuccessful takeover 
attempt last summer by 21 st 
Century Fox. Time Warner’s 
struggling cable network 
division. Turner Broadcast¬ 
ing, last month eliminated 
1,475 jobs, and HBO recent¬ 
ly trimmed about 150. 


Cost-cutting at Warner has 
rattled the entertainment 
industry. Warner - home to 
Batman, Harry Potter, “The 
Big Bang Theory” and “The 
Ellen DeGeneres Show” - 
has long been Hollywood’s 
most stable studio. Warner 
has ranked No. 1 at the 
domestic box office in five 
of the last 10 years. It was 
second in all but one of the 
other five years. 

But the studio, despite a 
notable new hit in “The 
Lego Movie,” has recently 
had a tough run, suffering 
disappointments like “Edge 
of Tomorrow,” “The Judge” 
and “Blended.” It currently 


ranks third at the domes¬ 
tic box office, behind 20th 
Century Fox and Walt Dis¬ 
ney Studios. (Warner has 
high hopes for two up¬ 
coming releases, “Horrible 
Bosses 2” and “The Hobbit: 
Battle of the Five Armies.”) 
Warner’s television produc¬ 
tion business has been stur¬ 
dier, although the entire 
TV business is struggling to 
adapt to ratings erosion 
and the shift of viewing to 
digital delivery services. 
Like other studios, Warner’s 
home entertainment busi¬ 
ness has shrunk as consum¬ 
ers buy far fewer DVDs. 
Tsujihara, who took over at 


Warner last year, empha¬ 
sized in recent interviews 
that the studio’s film and 
television production ranks 
- the creative core of the 
company - would escape 
the brunt of cost cutting. 
Home entertainment will 
be hard hit, however, and 
Warner's film and televi¬ 
sion marketing ranks will be 
thinned. 

He said some divisions, in¬ 
cluding finance and tech¬ 
nical operations, would 
make some cuts now, with 
most coming in the first 
quarter of next year, re¬ 
flecting more complex re¬ 
organizations. 


Alibaba posts strong earnings in first report since IPO

HONG KONG - Alibaba, 
the Chinese e-commerce 
behemoth, reported Tues¬ 
day a jump in profit in its 
first earnings announce¬ 
ment since its initial public 
offering in September.

net companies, the list¬ 
ing surpassed the offer¬ 
ing of Facebook, the U.S. 

Now 
with a market value of al¬ 
most $250 billion, Alibaba 
is worth more than Face- 
book. Pointing to a huge 
jump in the number of cus¬ 
tomers using Alibaba’s e- 
commerce sites on smart¬ 
phones and to strong in¬ 
creases in sales and profits, 
the company’s executive 
vice chairman, Joseph C. 
Tsai, said in a news con¬ 
ference after the earnings 
announcement that the 
results provided a “strong 
foundation for future sus¬ 
tained growth.” The Jeffer¬ 
ies analyst Cynthia Meng 
agreed, estimating that 
Alibaba will count half of 
China's 1.3 billion people 
as customers over the next 
decade, up from less than 
a quarter now. 


Time Inc. revenue increased slightly in 3rd quarter

Time Inc., America’s larg¬ 
est magazine company, 
reported Tuesday that its 
third-quarter revenue had 
increased slightly as it con¬ 
tinued to suffer from de¬ 
clines in print advertising 
and circulation. 

Time Inc., which became 
independent in June af¬ 
ter being spun off from its 
parent. Time Warner, said 
advertising revenue was 
flat, at $428 million. But ex¬ 
cluding corporate transac¬ 


tions, advertising revenue 
was down 5 percent. A 9 
percent drop in print ad¬ 
vertising was offset by a 5 
percent increase in digital 
advertising, which made 
up $65 million of the total. 
Revenue increased slightly 
to $821 million in the third 
quarter, compared with 
$818 million the same quar¬ 
ter last year, while its ad¬ 
justed operating income 
fell $8 million to $144 million. 
Net income was $48 million, 
compared with $68 million 
in the year-ago quarter. 


Circulation revenue de¬ 
clined 2 percent, to $279 
million, and newsstand rev¬ 
enue - an area hit across 
the industry - declined 
7 percent to $98 million. 
Other revenue, a category 
which includes some of the 
great hopes of the publish¬ 
ing industry like events and 
conferences, increased 11 
percent to $114 million. 

The company’s adjusted 
operating income was 
better than expected, its 
chief executive, Joseph A. 
Ripp, said in a statement, 


because of “strong growth 
of digital advertising rev¬ 
enues and benefits of our 
efficiency initiatives.” But, 
given declines in print ad¬ 
vertising, he said, the com¬ 
pany remains “committed 
to managing the business 
for stable margins and cash 
flows." 

Time Inc., with titles includ¬ 
ing Time, People and Sports 
Illustrated, started life as 
an independent company 
with $1.3 billion in debt, and 
as part of a restructuring, 
laid off 500 workers. Further 


layoffs are expected. It ex¬ 
pects adjusted operating 
income of about $510 mil¬ 
lion for the year, it said, on 
revenue of about $3.2 bil¬ 
lion. 

“We remain confident in 
our plans to drive large- 
scale transformation as 
we extend our powerful 
brands across platforms,” 
Ripp said, “work to develop 
adjacent business oppor¬ 
tunities, and move toward 
a leaner and more nimble 
operating model.”

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Thou¬ 
sands of Iranians chanted 
“Down with America” on 
Tuesday in rallies marking 
the anniversary of the 1979 
takeover of U.S. Embassy 
in Tehran. But the annual 
show of America-bash- 
ing by Iran’s hard-liners 
seemed to bring little pub¬ 
lic enthusiasm amid the 
push by moderate Presi¬ 
dent Hassan Rouhani for 
a nuclear agreement with 
Washington. 

More than 10,000 people 
joined the anniversary rally 
outside the former embas¬ 
sy compound in the capi¬ 
tal. That was thousands less 
than the last year's rally, 
the first since Rouhani’s 
election, when his hard¬ 
line rivals sought to make a 
resounding show of oppo¬ 
sition to any concessions to 
the United States. 

Rouhani has made the ne¬ 
gotiations the centerpiece 
of his administration, bet¬ 
ting that he can secure a 
deal that would lift interna¬ 
tional sanctions and end 
Iran's isolation. That has 
been a major hope among 
many Iranians, who are

Engineering and art were 
not always completely 
separate disciplines. Take 
Leonardo da Vinci, who 
seamlessly combined the 
two. 

"Five hundred years ago, 
you couldn’t really tell the 
difference between art¬ 
ists and engineers,” said 
James Michael Leake, 
director of engineering 
graphics at the University 
of Illinois, Urbana-Cham- 
paign. But education has 
become balkanized and 
the field of engineering, in 
particular, more special¬ 
ized, complex and math- 
and computer-oriented. 
Today’s engineering ma¬ 
jors have little room for oth¬ 
er pursuits. 

"Learning how to think like 
an engineer is very power¬ 
ful,” said Domenico Gras- 
so, provost at the University 
of Delaware. “But other 
disciplines also have very 
powerful approaches to 
thinking.”

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Daughters inspire independent Disney princesses

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

Disney princess no longer 
needs a prince to experi¬ 
ence true love. 

Sisterhood saves the day 
in “Frozen." Motherly love 
breaks an evil spell in “Ma¬ 
leficent.” A little girl’s love 
of her own life is a focus 
of Pixar’s next film, “Inside 
Out.” 

Where romance was once 
the goal of the cinematic 
princess (think “Cinderella” 
and “Sleeping Beauty”), 
Disney — long a key pur¬ 
veyor of princess ideol¬ 
ogy — is shifting its lens to¬ 
ward independent female 
protagonists defined by 
broader criteria than how 
they relate to men. Film¬ 
makers, inspired by their 
daughters, hope the shift 
might change some real- 
life perspectives, too. 

“All these Disney heroines, 
the princesses, they’re a 
product of their time,” said 
Linda Woolverton, who 
wrote “Maleficent,” re¬ 
leased on DVD Tuesday. 
“The princesses that were 
created in the 1940s and 
‘50s, they were the best 
of what a woman should 
be then: You’re the good 
girl. You took abuse ... and 
through it all, you sang and 
were nice. 

“But we're not like that any¬ 
more. We kick ass now." 
Woolverton reflects that in 


her work, which includes 
screenplays for “Beauty 
and the Beast” and “Al¬ 
ice in Wonderland.” She 
thought of her love for her 
daughter when writing the 
twist on true-love’s kiss in 
“Maleficent,” she said. 

“It’s different than any 
kind of romantic love,” 
she said, “and it would be 
more powerful in breaking 
a spell than any other kind 
of love." 

Don Hahn, an executive 
producer of “Maleficent,” 
said it would be “totally 
inappropriate” to have a 
modern Sleeping Beauty 
rescued by Prince Charm¬ 
ing. 

“We can’t put a movie on 
the screen where the pro¬ 
tagonist is asleep through 
half fhe movie and only 
wakes up when a man 
wakes her up and tells her, 
‘OK, you can start your life 
now,”’ he said. “I don'f 
want to tell my daughter 
that story.” 

Jennifer Lee also was think¬ 
ing of her daughter when 
writing and directing “Fro¬ 
zen.” She wanted to cre¬ 
ate characters they both 
could relate to, and felt 
the bond between sisters 
would be more accessible 
to a young girl than the 
lure of romantic love. Lee 
also wanted to reflect the 
real girls she knows, which 
meant leaving familiar 
princess tropes behind.

ATLANTA (AP) — The Roots 
are tapping into their re¬ 
sources to help raise funds 
for their alma mater in Phil¬ 
adelphia. 

The Grammy-winning hip- 
hop band created the 
CAPA Foundation after 
learning that $1.1 million 
had been cut from fhe 
budget of the Philadelphia 
High School for Creative 
and Performing Arts. 
Budget cuts resulted in the 
loss of 19 teachers and 
staff members since 2012. 
Funding for clubs and ex¬ 
tracurricular activities has 
been eliminated, and the 
school’s annual theater 
production was canceled. 
“I’m taking this as a state 


of emergency," said Roots 
drummer Ahmir “Quest- 
love” Thompson. He and 
band member Tariq “Black 


Thought” Trotter formed 
the band in 1987 after 
meeting at CAPA, regard¬ 
ed as Philadelphia’s pre¬ 


miere performing arts high 
school. 

The Roots are the house 
band for NBC’s “Tonight" 
show. Other musical artists 
including Boyz II Men and 
Jazmine Sullivan attended 
the high school. 

“It cultivated us. It edu¬ 
cated us,” Thompson said 
of CAPA. “This is more than 
just pay it forward or celeb 
guilt. This is necessary. ... It 
keeps you out of trouble. It 
helps develop your person¬ 
ality. If you take that away, 
you're just a machine.” 
Thompson considered do¬ 
nating $1 million, but his 
manager persuaded him 
to use his relationship with 
corporate sponsors. The 
drummer said there are a 
few companies willing to 


help, and a “substantial” 
amount has been donat¬ 
ed, with “seed money" 
from Thompson and Trot¬ 
ter.

newscast. 

Anchor Lester Holt intro¬ 
duced Seidel, who appar¬ 
ently could not hear him or 
know that he was on cam¬ 
era. Seidel, who also works 
for The Weather Chan¬ 
nel, had his back to the 
camera and was slightly 
hunched over, both hands 
near his waist. Holt quickly 
ended the report. 

The clip spread online and 


generated some media 
reports that suggested Se¬ 
idel had been caught in 
the act of relieving himself, 
even though there was no 
evidence of that to the na¬ 
ked eye. 

“Social media owes our 
friend Mike Seidel an apol¬ 
ogy,” Williams said Mon¬ 
day, as “Nightly News" re¬ 
played the scene. 

Williams said Seidel had 
lost cellphone contact 
with NBC’s control room.

‘Yankee Diva’

NEW YORK (AP) — She’s the 
“Yankee Diva" from Kansas 
who sang the national an¬ 
them at last week’s World 
Series — invited after fans 
clamored for her voice in 
a social media campaign 
that went viral. 

Joyce DiDonato’s beloved 
hometown team, the Roy¬ 
als, lost to the San Francis¬ 
co Giants. But she hit the 
musical ball out of the park 
with a ringing high note — 
before tripping in the bat¬ 
ter's box with a laugh. 

On Tuesday night, the In¬ 
ternet will again be the 
internationally famed mez¬ 
zo-soprano’s friend. For the 
first time, Carnegie Hall is 
live streaming a concert to 
a global audience of tens 
of thousands — starring Di- 
Donato. 

In a sort of musical World 
Series, it’s one of four such 
Carnegie recitals by top 
artists in partnership with 
the website medici.tv. The 
Paris-based digital provider 
of musical events reaches 
its audience using apps for 
Internet-enabled devices, 
from smartphones and 
tablets to desktop com¬ 
puters. Following each live 
webcast, free replay will 
be available for 90 days. 
“Our mission is to bring art¬ 
ists to their audience," says 
Herve Boissiere, medici.tv's 
founder and managing di¬ 
rector. “And Carnegie Hall 
is the hall of fame of classi¬ 
cal music.” 

For Tuesday’s concert, Di- 
Donato and pianist David 
Zobel chose a program 
titled “A Journey Through 
Venice” of songs and arias 
inspired by the Italian city, 
from Vivaldi and Rossini to 
20th-century British com¬ 
poser Michael Head. 
DiDonato, a Grammy 
Award-winning musician, 
uses social media to pas¬ 
sionately — and often 
whimsically — promote 
an art that’s been pushed 
to the sidelines in favor of 
mainstream pop music.

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Flying Blind in Iraq and Syria

Jihad Ahmed Mujstafa Diyab is 
a Syrian man who has been a 
detainee at the prison in Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay, Cuba, since 2002. 
In 2009, the Guantanamo Re¬ 
view Task Force ruled that he 
was not a threat to national se¬ 
curity and could be released. 
Yet here we are five years later, 
and Diyab is still imprisoned at 
Guantanamo, having never 
been tried, or even accused 
of a crime, and with no idea 
when - or if - he’ll ever get out. 
Last year, to protest their con¬ 
tinued confinement, he and 
many other detainees began 
a hunger strike. Most of the 
detainees have since given 
up their hunger strikes. Diyab, 
however, has never complete¬ 
ly stopped his. 

One reason many detain¬ 
ees abandoned their hunger 
strikes is because, twice a day, 
the government used what is 
called “enteral feeding” to en¬ 
sure that they were getting nu¬ 
trients. A more common term 
is force-feeding. The ordeal 
begins with something called 
“forced cell extraction,” which 
one of Diyab’s lawyers, Jon 
Eisenberg, described to me as 
“a highly orchestrated proce¬ 
dure.” 

“A five-man riot squad in com¬ 
plete armor pins the guy to the 
floor, shackles him, and carries 
him out,” Eisenberg says. Then 
the detainee is strapped into a 
restraint chair - which the pris¬ 
oners have dubbed the “tor¬ 
ture chair.” One soldier holds 
the detainee’s head, while an¬ 
other feeds a tube into his nose 
and down to his stomach. It is 
very painful to endure. 

Last year, I wrote several col¬ 
umns about force-feeding, 
asking whether it could be 
classified as torture. At the 
time, I didn’t think there would 
ever be a way to test that 
premise in an American court. 
The federal judge who seemed 
most sympathetic to the de¬ 
tainees’ plight, Gladys Kessler, 
had concluded that, based on 
prior rulings by the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia Circuit, she simply 
lacked the authority to rule on 
the conditions of their confine¬ 
ment. 

Lo and behold, Kessler turned 
out to be wrong. Earlier this 
year, that federal appeals 
court ruled, 2-1, that she did 
have jurisdiction. There are 
strict medical protocols for 
force-feeding hospital patients 


or prisoners. If the military violat¬ 
ed those protocols - especially 
if detainees were force-fed in 
an abusive, punitive manner - 
then she could order them to 
stop. 

Thus began eight months of le¬ 
gal wrangling between Diyab’s 
lawyers and the government 
that culminated in a three-day 
hearing that took place in Oc¬ 
tober. Though no one put it like 
this, its purpose, at least in part, 
was to decide whether the 
military’s methods for force- 
feeding detainees was a form 
of torture. 

One of those who testified on 
Diyab’s behalf, Steven Miles, 
a professor of medicine at the 
University of Minnesota, said it’s 
not even a close call. He was 
first horrified to discover that 
the government had been lu¬ 
bricating the tube with olive oil 
instead of a water-soluble lubri¬ 
cant. “When you pass the tube, 
some of the lubricant can drop 
into the lungs,” he said. Olive 
oil in the lungs can cause an 
inflammatory reaction called 
lipoid pneumonia. (The gov¬ 
ernment says it stopped using 
olive oil as a lubricant over the 
summer.) 

After listing a half-dozen other 
ways the government’s force- 
feeding violated medical pro¬ 
tocols, he concluded: “They 
turned it from a medical pro¬ 
cedure to a penal strategy 
dressed up to look like a medi¬ 
cal procedure. The procedures 
look nothing like medicine.” 
Kessler has not yet issued her 
ruling, but, in the meantime, 
another aspect of the case has 
taken center stage. It turns out 
that the government has vid¬ 
eotapes of Diyab enduring the 
forced cell extraction and the 
force-feeding. With some prod¬ 
ding from Kessler, the govern¬ 
ment was forced to allow the 
defense to see the videotapes. 
On Oct. 8, the last day of the 
hearing, in a closed courtroom, 
both Diyab’s lawyers and the 
government’s lawyers played 
portions of the tapes, putting 
them into evidence. When I 
asked the lawyers what they 
saw, they told me they were 
not allowed to say - because 
the tapes are still classified. 

But 16 news media outlets, in¬ 
cluding The New York Times, 
have petitioned the court and 
asked Kessler to allow the pub¬ 
lic to see the videos. In a rul¬ 
ing she handed down in early 
October, she agreed that they 
should be made public. But 
she then stayed her ruling to 
give the government time to 
decide whether to appeal it. 
Diyab himself has made it clear 
that he would like the tapes to 
be seen by the public. “I want 
Americans to see what is go¬ 
ing on at the prison today,” 
he said, according to Kessler’s 
ruling, “so they will understand 
why we are hunger-striking 
and why the prison should be 
closed.” 

With any luck, the day may 
soon be here when we can 
finally decide for ourselves 
whether the force-feeding 
of Guantanamo detainees 
amounts to torture.□

The Islamic State has accom¬ 
panied its brutal takeover of 
large swaths of Iraq and Syria 
with the kidnapping and be¬ 
heading of journalists. Any 
Western journalists who would 
dare to venture into Islamic 
State territory today would be 
risking their lives every second. 
So the United States is now in¬ 
volved in the first prolonged 
war in the modern Middle East 
that American reporters and 
photographers can’t cover 
firsthand on a daily basis, with 
the freedom to observe and 
write what they please and 
with the sustained presence 
to offer perspective on how 
the story is evolving. That is not 
good. 

But it gets worse. The Times 
reported last week that the 
Islamic State had one of its 
British hostages act as a com¬ 
bat reporter in a propaganda 
video from the Syrian town of 
Kobani, “forecasting that the 
town is about to fall to militants 
despite waves of American 
airstrikes,” and suggesting that 
the Islamic State was getting 
even more savvy in promoting 
its cause by adopting the tech¬ 
niques of a 24-hour news chan¬ 
nel. “‘Hello, I’m John Cantlie,’ 
the hostage says in the video, 
dressed in black, ‘and today 
we are in the city of Kobani on 
the Syrian-Turkish border. That 
is, in fact, Turkey right behind 
me.’” 

And it will get even worse. 
Dylan Byers, Politico’s media 
reporter, wrote on Oct. 23 that 
the FBI had sent a bulletin to 
news organizations warning 
that the Islamic State had iden¬ 
tified reporters and media per¬ 
sonalities as “legitimate targets 
for retribution attacks” in re¬ 


sponse to the U.S.-led airstrikes. 
What are we missing by not 
having reporters permanently 
present inside Islamic State 
territory? A lot. We can’t an¬ 
swer for ourselves important 
questions: How is our bombing 
campaign being perceived? Is 
it drawing Islamic State fighters 
and local Iraqi Sunnis closer to¬ 
gether or pushing them apart? 
How is the Islamic State gov¬ 
erning, running schools and the 
justice system, and how is this 
perceived by Iraqis and Syrians 
under its rule? What motivates 
so many losers and lost souls to 
join this jihadist movement? Do 
we have the right message di¬ 
rected at them? I could go on. 
Retiring Deputy Secretary of 
State Bill Burns recently au¬ 
thored a piece in Foreign Pol¬ 
icy magazine with his parting 
advice to U.S. diplomats. He 
quoted Edward R. Murrow, the 
CBS News giant, advising in¬ 
coming diplomats that the “re¬ 
ally critical link in the interna¬ 
tional communications chain 
is the last three feet, which is 
best bridged by personal con¬ 
tact - one person talking to an¬ 
other.” 

The same is true for report¬ 
ers and photographers. Sure, 
polls, graphs and Twitter feeds 
are important. They are one 
form of data. But interviewing 
another human being about 
hopes and dreams, fears and 
hatreds, is also a form of data 
collecting and analysis - some¬ 
thing the best diplomats, jour¬ 
nalists and historians rely upon. 
You can’t capture in numbers 
a raised eyebrow or a wry smile 
or the fear in a refugee’s eyes 
or the regret in a militiaman’s 
voice. Sometimes just listening 
to someone’s silence speaks 
volumes. I often reflect on in¬ 
terviews I did with Egyptian 
women at an all-female voting 
station in the poorest neigh¬ 
borhood in Cairo in the 2012 
election that brought a Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood leader to the 
presidency. Almost all of them 
had voted for the Muslim Broth¬ 
erhood candidate, Moham¬ 
med Morsi. But when I asked 
why, not a single one cited 
religion. Instead they said that 
Morsi would bring jobs, security. 


sidewalks, better living condi¬ 
tions and an end to corruption 
- in short, better governance. 
Morsi was eventually toppled 
for bringing none of those, not 
because he was impious. 
Recently, Vice News used the 
veteran Al-Jazeera and Ara¬ 
bic photojournalist Medyan 
Dairieh to produce a compel¬ 
ling documentary from Syria, 
called “The Islamic State.” But 
that was a one-shot deal done 
with “conditions in order to get 
in and get out with your life,” 
Jason Mojica, the Vice News 
editor-in-chief, told a panel at 
NYU, according to The Huffing- 
ton Post. 

I asked Mina al-Oraibi, assistant 
editor of the London-based 
Asharq Al-Awsat, how an Ara¬ 
bic daily covered the Islamic 
State, also known as ISIS: 

“We have our correspondents 
supported by a few local string¬ 
ers who risk their lives by being 
in touch with us from Iraq. How¬ 
ever, we have a blackout from 
ISIS-controlled areas in Syria, 
especially Raqqa. In Iraq, our 
use of phones and emails to 
get information leaves us wor¬ 
ried about the safety of these 
reporters, and often they are 
working without knowing how 
they will eventually get paid. 
... Having said that, our cover¬ 
age is enriched by networks of 
Iraqis and Syrians reaching out 
to tell us their stories, in addition 
to relations with Iraqis, Syrians, 
and other Arabs who have ei¬ 
ther interacted with some ISIS 
militants or had relations with 
them when they were under 
other banners.” 

But the reality, she added, “is 
that much of what we know is 
either from ISIS militants, or an¬ 
ecdotal stories from observers 
or people with families in plac¬ 
es controlled by ISIS.” 

Indeed, the Islamic State is tell¬ 
ing us what it wants us to know 
through Twitter and Facebook, 
and keeping from us anything 
it doesn’t want us to know. So 
be wary of what anyone tells 
you about this war - good, bad 
or indifferent. Without indepen¬ 
dent reporting on the ground, 
we’re in for some surprises. 
If you don’t go, you don’t 
know.Q

Lamb Shanks Reveal a Softer, Subtler Side

Rare-grilled lamb chops or 
a roasted leg of lamb can 
be delightful and are easy 
to cook if you’re in a hurry. 
But with a little planning, 
you'll find it’s the shank of 
the lamb that deserves 
the most praise. Careful, 
slow simmering will coax 
lamb shanks to a flavorful 
succulence far superior to 
other cuts. 

Long braising shows off 
the lovely silky, almost- 
sticky texture that is their 
trademark. 


Lamb shanks are versatile, 
too, easily adaptable to 
recipes from many different 
cuisines. Employing a 
heady Persian spice 
mixture, for instance, makes 
a lamb shank braise that is 
complex and nuanced. 
The flavors are balanced, 
with subtle hints of orange, 
lime, saffron, cinnamon 
and dried rosebuds. 

I’m lucky to count some 
Iranian-Americans among 
my circle of friends and 
acquaintances. Every one 
of them is a passionate 
cook, and when they 


talk about Persian food, 
they seem to glow with 
excitement. Listening to 
them reminisce about food 
from their childhoods and 
the festive food served for 
holidays makes me hungry. 
My friend Andy Baraghani, 
a talented local chef, has 
taught me that Persian 
cuisine, though it uses lots of 
spices, is never overspiced, 
and the use of hot pepper 
is rare. Fresh, light and 
healthy is an accurate 
description. A meal always 
has an accompaniment 
of green herbs of all sorts - 


basil, parsley, dill, cilantro, 
tarragon, garden cress, 
mint, fenugreek sprigs and 
chives, along with scallions 
and radishes. He tells me 
that his father, who prefers 
to have his main meal of 
the day in the afternoon, 
has just tea and a platter of 
herbs in the evening. 

Rice, a Basmati type, is also 
a permanent presence, 
whether served on the side 
or as part of a dish. On 
any given day, it may be 
plain buttered rice, but it 
is often stained yellow with 
a drizzle of saffron water. 


Or it is embellished with 
the traditional crisp buttery 
bottom called tahdig. 
For the method, you can 
consult my recipe for 
Persian jeweled rice, made 
with dried fruits. 

Sweet spiced aromas waft 
through my kitchen as 
my lamb shanks simmer 
in the oven. I'm nibbling 
pistachios and sipping cool 
water flavored with a few 
drops of rosewater. There's 
a basket of pomegranates, 
oranges and limes on the 
table. I’ll sit here for a while, 
anticipating a fine dinner 


with a Persian accent. 

PERSIAN SPICE 
LAMB SHANKS 

Time: 2 1/2 hours 
4 meaty lamb shanks (ask 
for the hind shanks), about 
4 1 /2 to 5 pounds 
Salt 

2 teaspoons ground 

cinnamon 

1 teaspoon grated nutmeg 
1 teaspoon ground 

cardamom 

1 teaspoon ground 

rosebuds, optional 
1 teaspoon ground black 
pepper 


1 teaspoon turmeric 
Vegetable oil 

1/4 teaspoon crumbled 
saffron 

Juice of 2 limes, about 4 
tablespoons 

3 teaspoons rosewater, 
available from Middle 
Eastern grocery shops 
1 large onion, roughly 
chopped 

1/2 teaspoon ground dried 
lime, or the zest of 1 fresh 
lime 

Zest of 1 orange, plus 
1 tablespoon more for 
garnish 

A few thyme sprigs 


2 fresh bay leaves 

6 cups hot chicken broth or 

water 

2 tablespoons roughly 
chopped parsley, for 
garnish 

2 tablespoons roughly 
chopped mint or dill, for 
garnish 

1. Trim any excess fat from 
lamb shanks and season 
generously with salt. Mix 
together the cinnamon, 
nutmeg, cardamom, 

rosebuds (if using), black 
pepper and turmeric. 
Sprinkle evenly over shanks 
and rub into meat. Let sit 


at room temperature at 
least an hour, or wrap and 
refrigerate overnight, then 
bring to room temperature. 

2. Place a Dutch oven 
or deep, heavy pot over 
medium-high heat and add 
oil to a depth of 1/2 inch. 
When oil is hot, add two 
lamb shanks and fry until 
nicely browned on all sides, 
about 5 minutes. Remove 
and set aside, then brown 
the two remaining shanks. 

3. Meanwhile, put saffron in 
a small bowl with lime juice, 
2 teaspoons rosewater and 
1/2 cup warm water. Let 
steep for 10 minutes. Heat 
oven to 350 degrees. 

4. Carefully remove all but 2 
tablespoons oil from Dutch 
oven. Add chopped onion 
and cook over medium 
heat until softened and 
lightly colored, 8 to 10 
minutes. Season onion with 
salt, then add lime zest, 
orange zest, thyme sprigs 
and bay leaves. Stir in 
saffron mixture. Lay in the 
lamb shanks and add the 
broth. Bring to a boil, then 
turn off heat and cover pot. 

5. Transfer pot to oven 
and bake for about 1 1/2 
hours, covered, until meat 
is tender when probed 
and beginning to fall from 
the bone. Remove lamb 
shanks to a deep serving 
dish and keep warm. Strain 
braising juices through a 
fine-mesh sieve into a bowl, 
pressing with a wooden 
spoon to obtain all the 
liquid (discard thyme, bay 
leaves and onions). Skim 
fat, then taste and add 
salt if necessary. Add 1 
more teaspoon rosewater, 
if desired. Reheat strained 
juices and pour over lamb 
shanks. Combine parsley, 
mint and reserved orange 
zest and sprinkle over top. 

6. Use a large spoon to 
break the tender shank 
meat into large chunks. 
Serve in low, wide soup 
plates, giving each portion 
a spoonful of the juices. 
Accompany with steamed 
basmati rice, lavash 
flatbread or a loaf of crusty 
French bread. 

Note: Some brands of 
rosewater are more strongly 
perfumed than others. Use 
sparingly at first, then add 
more to taste. 

Yield: 4 to 6 servings.Q
